tens of thousands driven from their

Vesuvius has been in a sta te of more 
than w onted agitation for a year, but 
w ithout doing any especial dam age, ex ­ 
cept to the railroad that leads to the 
cone. It is as though the ancient m oun­ 
tain w'us not entirely devoid of sym ­ 
pathy for the hum an ants that sw arm 
about its base and had given a long 
w arning of the disaster to come.

R e­ 
cently the two hu nd red th anniv er­ 
sary of his b irth occurred and there 
has not yet arisen in this country a 
m an who has attained equal celeb­ 
rity abroad or ,who has exhibited a 
high ord er of m erit in so-m any lines 
of activity. T he epigram which 
de­ 
clared tha t he snatched the thu nd e r­ 
bolt from the clouds and the scepter 
fro m ty rants stated o nly a po rtio n o f 
the tru th. 
H is autobiography is the 
m ost end u ring prose w ork produced 
in this country. 
His discoveries in 
chem istry, m edicine and other scien­ 
ces ar.d a rts are equal in im porta nc . 
to his spectacular 
experim ents in 
electricity. 
H e was the inventor of 
the stove, bifocal glasses, of the plan 


o i ventilation by pum ping air out in­ 
stead of in, and of w ate rtight com ­ 
partm e nts for ships. 
H e w as one of 
the first to study the gulf stream , 
the calm ing of w aters by pouring on 
oil, the production of cold by evapo­ 
ration, the tru e na tu re 
o f light, and 
the a r t of navigating the air. 
His 
practical experience in 
a gricu ltu re 
were successful 
both 
scientifically 
and financially. 
In his old 
age, long 
past Mr. O sier’s extrem e lim it, 
he 
w rou ght the grea test service 
o f his 
life by .winning the sym pathies 
of 
the French governm ent and people 
for the stru ggling colonists. 
F ra nk lin was the first germ ne ly 
A m erican hum orist. Jefferson is said 
to have explained tha t F ra nk lin was

It was inevitable tha t the first ef­ 
fect o f the presid e nt’s "m u c k -ra te ” 
speech should be reactionary. E very 
jo urnal in A m erica and every politi­ 
cian interested in m a inta ining at any 
co st the sta tu s quo has seized upon 
the reactionary im plications and pro­ 
testant para graphs of the 
address 
and m ay be expected to work them as 
lo ng as possible. 
The m isuse of the presid e nt’s well- 
intentio ned utterance was made the 
m ore easy by the choice of a prover­ 
bial end picturesque phrase. 
Many 
people who did not read the address 
or did not read it throu gh will get. 
the ir im pression of the presid ent’s 
protest entirely from its title— “ The 
Man W ith the Muck R ak e.” 
In the 
ha nd s of the reactionary and the in­ 
te rested this phrase will 
be m ade 
to apply to every effort at reform . 
T he president attem pted to coun­ 
te ra c t this effect by explanation and 
definition. 
H e declared flatly tha t 
hysteria is b etter than sodden ac­ 
quiescence. 
H e is him self aw are of 
how insufferable would be the state 
o f any land w here the press

rea d y and free to search out the evils 
existing in social and political life. 
He fs him self aw are tha t the move­ 
m e nt now u nd er way for cleaner poli­ 
tics, for higher sta nd ard s in busi­ 
ness, for la rge r and liner social ideals 
finds its chief force and influence in 
the journalism of honest protest. 
W ith this m ovem ent Mr. Roosevelt 
does not hesitate to speak his sym ­ 
pathy. and tow ard its fu rthe ra nc e he 
has devoted his public service, i t is 
the re fore the reverse of his inte n­ 
tion to supply a text for rea ctionar­ 
ies.

the 
the ra peu tic value of hypnotism 
has 
been called by em inent living F rench 
a u thoritie s “ a scientific work of the 
first ord er, w orthy of being consulted 
today by all those who are interested 
in hypnotism and the diseases of the 
nervous system .” 
F ra nk lin’s service to the young 
nation w hcse declaration 
of ind e­ 
pendence he signed a t the age of 70 
w ere gre a te r than any other person 
rend ered or .was capable of rend e r­ 
ing in securing foreign aid. At the 
sam e tim e he raised the estim ation 
in which A m ericans were held abroad 
and gave the new nation not only po­ 
litical su pport b u t the prestige which 
com es w ith a pre-em inence in lite ra ­ 
tu re and science. 
It is a pity tha t 
the m ovem ent which w as to have a d ­ 
ded a s ta te of F ra nk lin to the union 
of sta te s failed.

One thing is clear to me. All this 
fu ror only show s how a Law and O r­ 
der league is needed. If law is a thing 
to be ju ggled .with by lax livers and 
politicians, as a m a tte r of self-pres­ 
ervation we m u s t do som ething, in 
spite of all the gibes 
and sneerf. Of 
course som e m en
